A MAN dragged unconscious from 
his bed by firefighters after an arson 
attack has been suffering from night¬ 
mares and coughing fits since his ter¬ 
rifying ordeal. 

Liam Pemble, 21, has been struggling to come 
to terms with narrowly 
cheating death after 
burglars raided the 
block of flats he lives in 
and police believe delib¬ 
erately started a fire to 
cover their tracks. 

He had been sleeping 
when the blaze was 
started in a ground- 
floor flat and spread to 
a communal corridor - 
filling all the bedsits 
with thick, toxic smoke. 

Brave firefighters 
forced their way into his second-floor flat in Hayle 
Road, Maidstone, and rescued him. 

A second man, also 21, was rescued by firefight¬ 
ers using a ladder after they heard him shouting 
for help from a first-floor window. 

Mr Pemble said: “All I remember was going to 
bed and then waking up in hospital. 

“I’ve been waking up from nightmares, waking 
up with coughing fits because of the smoke 
inhalation and I’m having problems breathing.” 

He added: “I would like to thank the firefighters 
who rescued me from my room, if it wasn’t for 
them I wouldn’t be here today.” 

Two fire crews were called to the flats at

A NEW renal dialysis unit 
will give kidney disease suf¬ 
ferers access to the life-sav¬ 
ing treatment without hav¬ 
ing to travel to hospitals 
across Kent or in London. 

The new service at Maidstone 
Hospital has started seeing its first 
patients and will continue expanding 
in the coming months. 

Until now, people with kidney fail¬ 
ure in the county town were treated 
at the old renal unit at Preston Hall 
Hospital. 

But as this only had seven dialysis 
stations many patients had to go to 
other units in Kent to receive treat¬ 
ment. 

The new unit at the back of 
Maidstone Hospital opened seven 
stations last month - enabling up to 
24 patients a week to get dialysis . 

Five more stations will be added 
next month, six more in June and a 
further six in 2009. 

When the last phase of the develop¬ 
ment is complete the unit will be able 
treat about 100 patients a week in 
Maidstone. 

There will also be a renal outpa¬ 
tient department in the new building 


with clinics run by local staff. 

A hospital spokesman said this 
service will expand throughout this 
year, with extra clinics cutting wait¬ 
ing times for consultations. 

He said: “More patients will be able 
to see specialists at the unit instead 
of travelling to other hospitals in 
Kent and London for appointments. 

“Kidney transplant patients will be 
able to have their follow-up consulta¬ 
tions there too in the future.” 

Consultant nephrologist and renal 
head of department Dr Ian John 
said: “These facilities will allow peo¬ 
ple with kidney disease to receive the 
specialist services closer to their 
home and will make a significant dif¬ 
ference to their quality of life.” 

The new unit will be part of a 
countywide network of satellite serv¬ 
ices, with a central department based 
in Canterbury - all operated by East 
Kent Hospitals Trust. 

This comes as part of a multi¬ 
million pound refit and expansion of 
renal services in Kent. 

Haemodialysis is a vital treatment 
for patients suffering from end-stage 
kidney failure and uses an artificial 
kidney to remove waste products and 
fluid from the blood. 

Without it, toxic waste builds up in 
blood and tissues which cannot be fil¬ 
tered out by the ailing kidneys. 

Dialysis treatments last around 
four hours and need to be carried out 
around three times a week.

Climate change 
means we're the 
new Champagne

A NEW Battle of Britain is being 
fought over the Garden of England 
against the French - who fear 
Champagne could dry up through 
global warming. 

Fearing an increase in average temperatures 
of one degree centigrade, growers are casting 
envious eyes over the North and South Downs. 

Because demand for their sparkling wine 
has rocketed they are thinking of heading 
north - because the geology of Kent is the 
same as their home region. 

This has sparked a scramble for suitable 
south-facing sites, with native growers buying 
up land in a bid to stop the French wine 
conglomerates from gaining a foothold. 

Alarm bells starting ringing when senior 
officials from Cristal makers Louis Roederer 
took a tour around new vineyards in Kent in 
September. 

They looked at an unplanted site which is up 
for sale and two existing vineyards in Kent. 

Frederic Rouzard, the firm’s president, and 
his vineyard director Jean-Baptiste Lecaillon 
discussed soils, grape yields and sugar levels. 


An added attraction is the low price of suit¬ 
able land in the county. 

Vineyards in Champagne cost £300,000 an 
acre, while in Kent they range from £8,000 
and £10,000, and growers aren’t subject to 
the rigid red tape prevalent in the wine 
regions of France. 

Kent-based sparkling wine producer Chapel 
Down fired the first shots in the wine war by 
buying up 116 acres on the North Downs 
between Chatham and Maidstone. 

With the new acreage, managing director 
Frazer Thompson hopes to be producing a 
million bottles a year by 2011. 

The man who runs the Tenterden Vineyard 


said: “We believe the global warming effect 
has already started. 

“This is a good time to be producing white 
sparkling wine in England because the pub¬ 
lic has an insatiable demand for it. 

“It doesn’t surprise us to learn that the French 
have been sniffing around because we are already 
producing better white wine than they are.” 

To forestall the French invasion Mr 
Thompson believes other English growers will 
be looking to expand their acreage. 

He believes as the British public becomes 
more aware of wines so production across 
the South East will boom - bringing tourism 
with it. 


Making sure your 
child stays safe in

PARENTS who gave their children new 
computers for Christmas have been 
urged to be conscious of the risk posed by 
paedophiles and fraudsters. 

With more youngsters across the 
county expected to be logging on to the 
internet this year, Kent police have 
released guidelines for parents in a bid 
to keep kids safe from harm. 

Youth crime reduction officer PC 
Martin Carter said: “Although children 
mostly use computers in the safety of 
their own homes, we have to remember 
the virtual world is completely open 
to them and can pose all sorts of risks 
if precautions are not taken. 

‘We want to remind parents and 
guardians to keep an eye on what their chil¬ 
dren are doing and to ensure they are safe 
while they have fun on their computers.” 

The advice includes knowing what your 
children are doing online and who they 
are talking to, warning them not to give 
out personal details to online friends, not 
to reply to spam emails and never to com¬ 
municate online with a stranger.

Barmaid to take 
10,000ft plunge 
for terminally ill

5.17am after town centre CCTV 
operators saw smoke billowing 
from the flats and raised the alarm. 

Cllr Mike FitzGerald praised the 
CCTV team and said if it wasn’t for 
their quick response the incident 
may well have ended in tragedy. 

Station manager Dickie Baugh 
said: “On arrival crews found a well 
developed fire on the ground floor. It 
had spread from a flat to the commu¬ 
nal corridor, while severe smoke log¬ 
ging affected the rest of the building. 

“Despite arduous conditions, the 
firefighters worked well in rescuing 
the trapped persons and bringing 
the fire under control.” 

Police are treating the fire as 
“suspicious” after discovering sev¬ 
eral bedsits had been searched, and 
cash and a laptop were stolen, just 
before the blaze started. 

Officers were forced to close 
Hayle Road and evacuate neigh¬ 
bouring buildings. 

Firefighters tackled the blaze 
with hose reels and breathing 
apparatus and called upon a fur¬ 
ther two engines for additional 
man power to help tackle the blaze.

Prison maybe listed and unlikely to dose but 


Jail sell off 
would 'suit 
very nicely' 


A CONTROVERSIAL proposal to 
shut Maidstone Prison and sell off 
the prime town centre land for 
redevelopment has been heavily 
criticised. 

Shadow Justice Secretary Nick Herbert has 
suggested closing Victorian prisons in areas of 
high value and living demand to fund building 
more modern institutions elsewhere. 

He made a recent speech in the Commons, 
saying research has shown that £350 million 
could be raised in this way to help pay for new 
specialist units to increase prison capacity 

The new prisons, some of which could be 
built on the same sites, would be cheaper to 
run and more environmentally-friendly. 

Conservative councillor Bruce Pollington, 
who applied to replace the retiring Ann 
Widdecombe as the county town’s MP but was 
rejected at the first stage, has supported his 
party’s prison policy

He posted a statement on his website saying: 
“I realise that Maidstone Prison is ‘listed’ but 
this policy has, to use the new vernacular 
‘legs’, for Maidstone. 

“While we must wait for the details, one can¬ 
not but think that this might suit Maidstone 
very nicely. 

“After all, Maidstone Prison occupies a huge 
site and can hardly be the best use for this 
prime land.” 

This statement has been criticised by 
Liberal Democrat councillor Tony Harwood, 
the council’s environment chair, as “rash” and 
“ill thought-out”. 

He said: “I condemn in the strongest terms 
the irresponsible call for closure of Maidstone 
Prison and its redevelopment with housing. 

“This facility provides 482 places within a 
prison system already bursting at the seams - 
I feel that with his statement on the prison

Cllr Pollington may well have shot himself in 
the foot.” 

Mr Pollington, 38, who represents 
Maidstone South ward, responded to this by 
saying: “The purpose of my post on my website 
was to create debate - in reality Maidstone 
Prison is a listed building so it’s extremely 
unlikely this will ever be able to happen. 

“If you look at my website, you will see that 
I have not mentioned anything about replac¬ 
ing Maidstone Prison with housing. It has 
been taken out of context.”

The environmental scientist from Maidstone took time to talk to Lauren Mumford about trying to increase 
awareness of dyspraxia and provide activities to boost sufferer's self-esteem. 


QUESTION & ANSWER 


I How has your son come to terms with the condition? 

A My son went to a mainstream primary 
school in Allington with wonderful staff and 
one-to-one support staff. He then went on to 
Bower Grove Special School, where staff were 
equally great, but some of the things my son 
enjoyed from Allington were missing - in par¬ 
ticular drama. 

Another parent at the school had been talking 
about her son doing drama but not in a large 
group, so we got together with the youth drama 
leader from the Hazlitt Theatre and set up 
Square Pegs Drama Club at Bower Grove 
School. 

We started with just our two boys and about 
four others, but then managed to get a grant 
from Maidstone council arts fund to really get 
going. We now have two age groups, six-11 and 
11-16, and have put on shows of Christmas 
Carol, Romeo and Juliet, and some plays writ¬ 
ten by our drama leader with lots of ideas from 
the kids. We have seen the kids come on in leaps 
and bounds in confidence, self esteem and social 
abilities. We have been running for 18 months 
now and love it. 

The other significant activity is the Tae Kwon 
Do group we attend in Tovil at the Family 
Martial Arts Centre. Coach Dave Martin set up 
a special needs class about two years ago for 
those children with social and communication 
difficulties, and again the young people have 
thrived, got stronger, more co-ordinated and 
better at social interaction. 

The coach is brilliant and parents have to 


Can you tell us a little about yourself? 


A I have worked as a scientist for the 
Environment Agency since it was formed 
ten years ago. 

Before that I have to admit to being a bit of a 
globe trotter with stints in the Philippines, 
Papua New Guinea and then Burkina Faso, 
doing voluntary work of one sort or another. I 
also spent six months hitch-hiking round 
Australia. 

When I got back I got my first real full-time 
job and married in a year or so, and ended up 
with a ready-made mortgage and family of wife 
and two step-sons, with my son soon to follow. 

I had been brought up abroad with a boarding 
school education in the UK, as my Dad worked 
for British Overseas Aid and Unesco. We lived 
in Zambia, Kenya, Chile, Fiji and Indonesia, so 
you can see where I got my wander lust from. 


Q Can you tell us about your connection with dyspraxia 
awareness? 

A My son has dyspraxia, which we identified 
because he had so much difficulty with 
speech and walking when he was a baby. 

We subsequently found my youngest step-son 
also had it, but not quite so obviously. We joined 
the Dyspraxia Foundation to get more informa¬ 
tion and, after my wife died, I got more involved 
with the local support group to get some more 
help. 

I subsequently ended up as the Dyspraxia 
Foundation Kent contact and chairman of the 
local support group. 


take part too, so we have a real fun time, even if 
I am not quite as agile at 48 as I was doing gym¬ 
nastics at school! 


QCan awareness be improved? 

A lt’s tricky to pick up sometimes but early 
diagnosis can be a real life saver. So many 
don’t get picked up until secondary school and 
by then self esteem, a sense of failure and being 
bullied can make kids back off from school. I 
was really fortunate with my son. It was having 
support from an informed peripatetic special 
needs advisor at St Nickolas play group and a 
very extraordinary wife that really set us on the 
right track. Each child has different needs 
according to where he/she is on the spectrum, 
but they can all benefit if we get it right. 


Are you involved in any other organisations? 


Ac 


I am also an elder at West Mailing Baptist 
Church and a youth leader. Support from 
there since my wife died from has been a life¬ 
line. But I find if you give out more than you get 
in, then more seems to come your way. 


A Would you like to expand on the programs you are already 
lijinvolved in? 

II We may expand Square Pegs if we can get 
more funding, and find another venue and 
more staff. Young people and my stepson cur¬ 
rently support the drama leader and this is 
great experience for them, as well as giving real 
support to our kids.

VISA 
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Feel GR8 in 2008 


IT’S the nation’s biggest hang up in 
the New Year - just how do I lose 
all those extra Christmas pounds? 

Most of us hit the gym or begin a rigorous 
exercise regime. 

However that effort could end in disaster if 
wannabe fitness fanatics don’t look after 
themselves before they start to sweat. 

That’s the warning from a top Kent physio¬ 
therapist, who is urging all New Year gym 
users to adopt her GR8 stretch plan to help 
them avoid injuries and get fitter. 

Chartered physiotherapist Alison Boorer 
has adapted an eight point stretch plan for 
anyone hoping to battle the bulge or up their 
fitness levels in the next few weeks. 

Alison recommends the moves to anyone of 
any age, male or female, who is throwing 
themselves into a new fitness regime. 

The five minute routine, which loosens key 
muscles in the body, is easily understood and 
can be followed from the quick guide pictured. 

Alison, who runs the Bromley 
Physiotherapy and Sports Injury Clinic in 
Sundridge Park, is rolling out the plan across 
the county from next week. 

She admitted: “It’s fantastic that we really 
get motivated in January to get fit. However 
it’s all too easy to throw yourself in too hard 
and fast, and then hurt yourself. 

“I have developed this plan to help many of 


my patients ease their muscles and joints into 
the demands of a new exercise regime. 

“These stretches can be performed both 
before and after exercise sessions. 

“Some of my patients actually stretch them¬ 
selves fitter and many have noticed a real dif¬ 
ference in their fatigue levels and muscle pain 
after workouts. 

‘With each stretch taking just 30 seconds, 
this is as valuable as your workout.” 

Alison recommends that all wannabe David 
Beckhams or Paula Radcliffes prepare for 
their fitness assault with these few easy steps. 

She adds: “By taking a few simple steps to 
prepare for any new activity, any grumbling 
injuries can be resolved or avoided all togeth¬ 
er. 

“This means less people give up at the first 
hurdle and are able to achieve their fitness 
goals in 2008. 

“Other key pointers I recommend are start¬ 
ing out slowly to give you time to adapt to the 
new experience, make sure you have the cor¬ 
rect footwear on and drink plenty of water as 
dehydration increases the chance of injury.” 

Boorer added: “These eight basic stretches 
can be more specific to suit your particular 
sport by consulting your local chartered 
physio.”

1. Standing 
as left, with 
feet pointing 
forwards and 
heels on the 
floor.

5. Sit with 
the soles of 
your feet 
together, and 
grasp both 
ankles.

2. Lying on your front, bend your knee and keep hold of the 
ankle. Gently bring the heel towards your bottom. Your should 
feel the stretch down the front of the thigh. 



3. Lying on your back, bend the hip and the knee of the leg to 
be stretched. Gently straighten the knee until a stretch is felt 
down the back of the thigh. 


4. Place your foot 
on a block, or a 
step. Keeping your 
back, and back leg 
straight, take your 
weight forward 
over the toes of 
the front foot. You 
should begin to 
feel a stretch in 
buttock of the 
front leg. If not 
use a slightly 
higher block/step. 



6. Stand up straight with your 
hands grasped behind your back. 
Push your chest forwards, and 
sgueeze your shoulder blades 
together so that your shoulders 
are pulled backwards. You should 
feel a stretch across the upper 
chest and shoulders. 


7. Kneel on all fours. Keeping your 
hands on the floor infront of you, 
slowly sit back onto your heels, 
as shown below. You should feel 
a stretch throughout your back. 




8. Lie on your back, with your hips and knees bent allowing 
your feet to sit flat on the floor. Keeping your shoulders flat 
on the floor gently drop your knees drop over to the left, if 
comfortable down to the floor, and then back over to the 
right. Hold each position for about 20 seconds.

Now as someone who paid 
into an insurance scheme all his life 
you would think he and his wife 
would be entitled to this free of 
charge? Oh no, he is going to be 
means tested. 

This is where they have a look 
how much money he has, what 
property he owns and then they 
decide how much help he will get. 

In his case, very little. 

He has estimated he will have to 
get an extra mortgage of £300 per 
month on what he is now paying to 
cover the extra facilities. Couple 
this with the fact that when he has 
to quit his job his income will fall by 
50 per cent and the future is not 
very rosy. 

Now compare his plight with 
someone who may live a few streets 
away in a similar position. 

This family only worked 
intermittently over the last 40 
years, when then they did have 
money they spent it on fags, booze, 
drugs and expensive holidays, they 
always rented. 

Now they have nothing and 
everything is given to them free, 
even their rent and council tax is 
paid for. So my friend has been 
frugal with his money and saved for 
a rainy day and this is how our 
government reward him. 

If he was paying into a private 
insurance scheme would they be 
allowed to pick and choose who to 
pay out on? 

Imagine the following, “sorry Mr 
Smith, you have paid tens of 
thousands of pounds into our 
insurance, but because you earn too 
much money we will not pay out, 
instead your money will go to the 
shareholders.” 

If that happened there would be a 


national outcry, yet every day this 
government insurance scheme uses 
means testing. 

On top of all this it takes months 
and months for anything to be 
done. Like hospitals, if you keep the 
ill and the elderly waiting long 
enough they will die and not cost 
the government a penny. What a 
country!

Jimmy Carr follows his heart on tour 

AS THE face of comedy on Channel 4, 

Jimmy Carr has become a regular fixture 
on our television screens, fronting shows 
such as 8 out of 10 Cats and Distraction. 

But he says his real love is his live gigs, which is just as 
well as he is currently on a mammoth 12-month 140- 
plus-date tour, Repeat Offender. 

This is his biggest tour so far and he will be playing to 
more than 200,000 fans across the UK and Ireland. But 
he warns his shows are not for the faint-hearted. 

“It’s not for the easily offended,” he said. “It’s not even 
for people that are difficult to offend. Essentially it’s for 
people who are without a moral compass.” 

Despite having occasionally caused controversy with 
some of his more politically incorrect jokes, Jimmy makes 
no apologies for his material. 

“In terms of taste and decency I think you can say pret¬ 
ty much anything in a comedy show,” he said. “I think 
being politically correct is important if you are a doctor or 
a policeman, or doing any of these important jobs in soci¬ 
ety. But as a comic I say rude things and offensive things 
and it’s not for everyone.” 

So what can people expect when they come to see one of 
Jimmy’s shows? 

“I tour every year and this year it is called Repeat 
Offender, but for no real reason,” he said. “Anyone who 
has come to see the show before will know that it’s just a 
long list of jokes. It’s quite funny, but there’s no real 
theme to it. It does exactly what it says on the tin for a 
comedy show, which I quite like.” 

After his show, Jimmy likes to meet his audience. This 
means that as well as returning to familiar towns and 
venues, Jimmy has also started recognising some of the 
regular faces who come to see him. 

“When you meet people after a gig, you often meet the 
same people two years in a row and bizarrely you kind of 
remember some of them,” he said. “It’s like ‘Oh, hello. 

Been well?’ Or the heckler from last year heckles again. 

It’s quite a nice thing.” 

This year sees the release of his third stand-up DVD, 

Comedian. It is the culmination of Jimmy’s last two 
tours, Gag Reflex and Off The Telly, and contains differ¬ 
ent material to the new tour. 

As a comedy fan, Jimmy loves to watch DVDs of his 
favourite comics - influences such as Stephen Wright and 
Emo Phillips, or performers he admires such as Dave 
Chappell and Chris Rock. 

“It’s a weird thing, but my taste in comedy tends to be 
far from what I do,” he said. “I’ve been influenced by TV 
and media - I don’t have a great attention span. I get 
bored quite easily. So the biggest influence on my comedy 
is boredom.”

THE rather un-loved estate where 
chaotic family drama Shameless 
takes place is not somewhere you’d 
automatically class as something 
desirable to recreate. 

But the ups and downs of the out-of-control 
Gallagher family have proved so popular that 
TV bosses built their own real-life version of 
the fictitious Chatsworth Estate. The set, 
which was revealed to the press in April, is 
now back on our screens as the fifth series 
rolls on. 

During the first four series, the drama was 
filmed on an estate in Gorton, Manchester, 
complete with real-life residents in the 
background and all the problems shooting on 
location brings with it. 

David Threlfall, who, out-of-character, looks 
a lot smarter than the hapless Frank 
Gallagher, says: “Having the new set has made 
things easier. If we were doing outside scenes 
and it was raining, we can dive inside and do 
other stuff, assuming the actors are available. 

“Having dressing rooms indoors is also 
deeply appreciated by all concerned,” he 
laughs, referring to the times he’s been soaked 
trying to dodge the Manchester rain while 
walking from Portacabin to filming location. 

He says of Shameless: “I had no idea it was 
going to last as long as it has. My first 
response when reading the first script was, ‘Is 
this what they’re going to shoot or are they 
going to tone this down?’ I’d never read 
anything like it before. It was so full-on. 

“I was offered the part, then given about an 
hour to make up my mind. I just thought, 
‘Okay, let’s see’ - and now here we are

promoting series five, and the longest series 
we’ve ever done.” 

For those unfamiliar with Shameless, 
David’s character Frank is an unemployed, 
unemployable, drug-taking alcoholic. He’s 
been little more than a shadow while his many 
children have grown up - eight at last count - 
and is virtually guaranteed not only to miss 
out on their major achievements in life, but 
also to scupper any other chances they may 
have with his shambolic behaviour. 

On paper, he’s everything a person and 
father should avoid being, yet despite his 
flaws, viewers love Frank dearly. So does 
David: “You have to love every character you 
play, even if they are vile. A man who 
headbutts his own children definitely doesn’t 


have my vote, but it’s about their reaction to 
his behaviour as much as anything. But, let’s 
not forget, this sort of stuff does go on in real 
life. 

“When I first read the part, I said the easiest 
thing would be to make him the village idiot, 
the town drunk, but where do you go with 
that? Nowhere, basically. You have to 
investigate why he’s done it and work out 
other things about him. 

“That’s the great thing about Paul Abbott 
[the show’s creator],” he adds. “He gives you 
space to work out a back-story, and my instinct 
was that Frank just went missing and took 
drink up as a mission 25 years ago, after the 
birth of one of his children.” 

The first instalment of the new 16-episode 
run, which aired on New Year’s Day, saw 
David as director and it’s something he’s keen 
to continue. 

“I’ll be helping facilitate new stories and 
scripts, and getting into that almost industrial 
process of how the show gets made. I love that 
side of it all, I absolutely love it,” he says, 
before revealing his own particular method 
when it comes to directing an episode. 

“I like to guide and think about trying 
different things. I’m very straight, though. We 
do an episode in 25 days, so there’s no time to 
mess about, but I like to rehearse and get the 
actors relaxed. We have a lot of fun up there.” 

Just don’t try to get too deep with the 
characters. 

“I don’t think it’s a show about explaining,” 
he adds. “It is what it is, and if you don’t get it, 
watch something else. I don’t mean that in an 
off-hand way. I just mean it’s a drama about 
people trying to get by, trying to get on in life. 
But, if you get it, you get it.”

Time difference UK+seven hours

WHEN Robbie Williams needed 
some serious rehab earlier this 
year, he got out his map of Arizona 
and checked into Phoenix’s 
Cottonwood clinic. 

The singer may not have spent his stay 
scribbling postcards or seeing the sights - but 
after my week of luxury in Arizona, I’m quite 
prepared to believe Robbie went home a 
reformed, more relaxed character. 

Newcomers to the Wild West imagine sandy 
deserts, towering cacti and cowboys, and first 
impressions won’t disappoint - but it does 
have a few surprises in store. 

Arizona divides roughly into three zones: the 
deserts of the south and west, the mountainous 
central highlands with volcano-created plains 
in between, and the northern Colorado 
Plateau. Its major conurbations, Phoenix and 
Tucson are in the southern sector and 
surrounded by the cacti of the Sonoran Desert. 

Holidays in Arizona, therefore, mostly 
attract those who relish the outdoor life: 
novice horse riders, mountain bikers, and 
those who savour mighty steaks cooked on a 
sizzling barbecue as the sun goes down. 

Knowing we would experience the scorching 
heat of summer, we planned a lazier routine. 
After landing in Phoenix in a dust storm, the 
journey through cactus-lined streets to the 
hotel in Scottsdale was soon taking us through 
Camelback Road, Stetson Drive and Dynamite

Boulevard. But morning and daylight soon 
brought a different perspective to my ‘yee-ha!’ 
preconceptions. From my colonial-style casita 
at The Four Seasons Resort Scottsdale, I was 
wowed by a surprisingly lush green landscape 
and mountain terrain. 

Yet in the midst of rolling desert, you’re only 
a short car journey away from Scottsdale’s 
bustling and modern downtown art and 
shopping district, currently undergoing almost 


$3 billion’s worth of tourist-friendly 
development. 

Setting off the next day at 6am to beat the 
midday heat, which can top 40 degrees 
centigrade in the summer months, we blew 
away the cobwebs with a hike up nearby 
Pinnacle Peak and were rewarded with 
stunning views of the Sonoran Desert from a 
spectacular vantage point.

“Chatham and the other Medway towns are 
likely to record significant house price increas¬ 
es as demand is boosted by the planned open¬ 
ing of high-speed commuter services to central 
London to north and east Kent in late 2009. 

“Dartford and the surrounding area will also 
see a boost to its property market as a result 
of the recent opening of Ebbsfleet 
International.” 

Kent is anticipated to outperform the South 
East average, partly due to infrastructure 


improvements. Seaside towns are also rela¬ 
tively affordable, which will attract demand 
from the growing number of residents looking 
to live near the coast. 

Locate in Kent director of marketing and 
research Mandy Bearne said she agreed with 
Halifax’s forecast. 

She said: “There’s so much happening in 
Kent. All our towns have been or are in the 
process of being completely rejuvenated. 

“Through working with developers and 
builders I know Kent is going to become a 
much more attractive place to live, being bet¬ 
ter connected with London and the north. 

“London is only 17 minutes away from 
Ebbsfleet, which will help Dartford, 
Gravesham and the surrounding areas. 

“Everyone is predicting links like this will 
make Kent more popular, protecting it from 
any downturn in the market, either keeping 
house prices steady or helping them to contin¬ 
ue to rise.”

Like the smart, the iCar has a rear-mounted 
engine driving the rear wheels through an 
auto ‘box, but a longer wheelbase makes it bet¬ 
ter at ironing out uneven roads. 

The 0-62mph ‘sprint’ is not bad at 14.9 sec¬ 
onds, but the engine is raucous under pressure 
and the auto gearshifting ragged, although 
this can be smoothed using manual selection 
for 2nd and 3rd and also offers better control 
in tricky conditions. 

Averaging 55mpg is also not that impressive 

- the excellent Fiat Panda is far better value, 
calls for fewer compromises and is not shamed 
by the iCar’s consumption figure. 

Other niggles need to be addressed, such as 
the fiddly dashboard immobiliser/alarm con¬ 
trol and temperamental MP3 connection - a 
machine called the iCar had to be iPod com¬ 
patible didn’t it? 

Nevertheless, the teardrop-shape iCar is a 
brave effort and signals things to come for car 
use; Mitsubishi plans a zero-emission electric 
version for 2009 with a 100-mile range and a 
20-minute recharge to 80 per cent of full power 

- with Government subsidies, it could cost 
£12,765. 


MITSUBISHI has an image 
dilemma. 


Having hewn a niche as a supplier of rough 
tough 4x4s and the wannabe cowboys’ pin-up, 
the L200 pick-up, it is fast becoming a champi¬ 
on of‘small is beautiful’ too. 

Following up on the excellent Colt supermini, 
the Japanese marque launched the futuristic 
iCar last year, but either underestimated 
demand, couldn’t import enough or shied away 
from causing further confusion about its image. 

Whatever the answer, the initial import of 
300 iCars was snapped up and Mitsubishi 
plans to bring in 1,500 this year, though this 
still looks conservative. 

Part of the problem is that it cannot meet 
home market demand for the iCar, fuelled by 
a name intended to appeal to the iPod genera¬ 
tion and its greener conscience. 

OK, it is expensive at £9,084 and not partic¬ 
ularly great to drive, but the iCar moves four 
in comfort with decent headroom and baggage 
space and nips into tiny spaces, outdoing the 
smart fortwo city car where smaller dimen¬ 
sions are achieved at the cost of two seats.

PRIVATE businesses squeezed 
by growing red tape and health 
and safety issues are turning 
more and more to an independ¬ 
ent group which advises and 
fights for them. 

The national Forum of Private Business 
(FPB) - contacted regularly by Kent-based 
firms - is funded by members and offers a 
range of products and services aimed 
at saving money and providing practical 
help with all aspects of running a small 
business. 

Ian Cox, of RS Piper Ltd, a Folkestone 
company making engineering components 
and exhaust systems, said he had used the 
FPB’s legal helpline regularly. 

“So often, when you go to see a lawyer, 
you end up no better off. We’ve used the 
FPB’s legal helpline three times in the last 
six months for advice on employment law 
and other legal issues and we got results.” 

Phil McCabe, FPB’s media officer, said 
advisers can offer practical information to 
owner-managers of member firms faced 
with staff disputes, who often feel they have 
nowhere else to turn for legal information. 

Members can now also take advantage of 
the FPB’s new employment guide to help 
them negotiate complexities of employment 
law. 

FPB’s senior member services represen¬ 
tative, Philip Moody, said it could also help 
firms cope with changes in the workplace, 
which often unsettled workers. 

He said: “I would urge them to call the 
helpline whenever they make any changes 
in the workplace, rather than leaving it 
until there is a problem with staff. The 
sooner assistance can be given to ward off 
potential disputes, the better.” 

Over the last month there was a sharp 
increase in the number of enquiries regard¬ 
ing actual or prospective redundancies, 
with 16 per cent of all callers seeking help, 
but about a third of all calls related to 
employee conduct. 

Employee absence, including unautho¬ 
rised absence, remains a problem for small 
businesses. About 19 per cent of all the calls 
received in December were related to diffi¬ 
culties created by members of staff not 
turning up for work.

es, which in turn employ more than 
600,000 people.

We 
are still going ahead with our plans and 
will be appointing a project manager soon.” 

Planning permission for the facility will 
be decided on March 9. 


MICHAEL Coleman produced 
a brilliant run to defend successful¬ 
ly his Kent Cross Country title and 
scoop the championship for the 
fifth time.

Bowman said: “Coleman is a good athlete and 
he showed just how good he is by defending his 
title - he is a real talent. In previous years he 
has just fallen shy of really making it as a top 
athlete, but he is still young so there is time for 
him to make that breakthrough.” 

In the women’s race, Medway & Maidstone 
failed to repeat their domination of last 
year’s event, which saw them claim the top 
five positions. 

This year it was Blackheath & Bromley run¬ 
ner Bryony Procter who secured the victory, 
leading home Dulwich’s Claire Elms and 
Rhona Loubser from Folkestone AC. 

The Detling Showground hosted the 
Championships for the second year. There 
were 183 athletes who battled to finish the 
men’s senior race and Bowman believes the 


quantity of runners competing is a good sign for 
the sport in the county. 

He said: “The Cross Country Championships 
is a big event in the county’s athletics calendar. 
From this, runners are picked to represent the 
Kent in the Inter-County Championships. 

“Athletes are always looking to win this 
event. If you win the championships in Kent it 
will put athletes in good stead, as Kent is a 
strong county for cross country” 

With the 2012 Olympics fast approaching, 
athletes such as Coleman and Renault may 
have a chance of representing England. 

However, according to former athlete 
Bowman, the county will have to wait for 
another Kentish Olympian. 

He said: “As for whether these athletes will 
make it into Olympic teams in the future, it is 
doubtful because it is hard to take the next step. 

“Kent has only had three athletes in recent 
years make it and they were real stand out tal¬ 
ents such as Kelly Holmes, Steve Backley and 
long jumper John King, but I hope that one day 
we will have more Olympians from Kent.”
